Some campus huriiorists have lately been referring to the 
Red and White Revue as ihe Red and White Revenue, and 
though this name may be di.sliked by those in authority, it must 
be admitted thai, in a .sense, it i.^ npproiiriale. It has been ne- 
cessary in the pa.st for llie Council lo make a great deal of money 
out of the Revue in order to offset deficits elsewhere. Those 
deficits also lod to tlic famous "yoar of economy and retrench 
ment" any everyone knows the amount of criticism which that 
led to. Rut any amount of criticism is not going to alleviate 
conditions unless ii is possible to formulate from it some dcfi 
nite and con.sinulivc plan of reform. 

Let us consider undergraduate finances. The greatest source 
of loss in past year has been the Union, one undergraduate in 
stitution which is almost indispensable to the college life of Mc 
Gill. Out of the universal fee, three dollars is allotted to the 
Union. Tiiat seems a fair sum to be obtained from every under 
graduate, but we are told that the money thus derived no more 
than pays for the lighting and heating of the building. The 
Union evidently .should be allotted a larger sum. But where is 
the money to romp I'rnmV Few would be agreeable to an in 
crease in tlie universal fee. Jt is quite enough already. Coulc 
allotments to other activities and institutions be cut down? 
That question demands some con.sideration. 

Immediately, many are going to ciy out against the ten 
dollars given to athletics. Y'et that question was fought out am 
decided two years ago when the undergraduates of McGill votec 
conclusively in favour of each student paying ten dollars to the 
Athletic Board." ■ ■ 

There is the dollar and a half going to the Daily. Maybe 
in- the future that amount can be reduced, but it ..seems hardly 
advisable to do so at present. Only last year. the Daily had a 
deficit. 

Thçn thei-e is the dollar to every undergraduate society, 
^ and in considering this we are on more doubtful ground. Does 
each undergraduate society really require a dollar from every one 
Nof its members? The president of the Arts Undergraduate So- 
ciety has declared that, for all the necessary work done by his 
organization, no more than fifty cents from each Arts student 
would be required. Would the same be true for other faculties, 
or are conditions considerably different with themV It would be 
well, we think, if undergraduates would express an opinion on 
this matter, and if they feel that no reduction should be made 
in the undergraduate society fee, we would be glad to give pub- 
licity to their suggestions as to some other rearrangements of 
student finances.

such a clear iniprCBslon of the falls.
